In this way, he hopes to con- 
tribute to better general education 
concerning them and to a broadening — 
of their appreciation of the cultural — 
knowledge that will come to them 
through following a hobby.

cially Italians abroad who are now 
enjoying their hobbies in lands out- 
side Italy, will be welcome, and Mr.

They 
will eventually seek to secure sub- 
scriptions from Americans of Italian 
extraction who are living in the 
United States and to secure adver- 
tising of American firms who have 
offices in Italy, such as General Mo- 
tors, Evinrude, and others. The 
magazine will have a few pages on 
motors and motorboating so that ad 
vertisers in that field might find it.

also many single stamps of the bet- 
ter sort, each individually priced. 
Albums and catalogs also have a 
place in the display. 

We learned that the Bollettino 
Filatelico, which has long been on our 
exchange list, recently acquired one 
of its contemporaries, published in 
Milan, which has now been combined 
with it. This will make it one of the 
most important philatelic publica- 
tions in Italy. 


We had hoped that while in this 
area we would have an opportunity 
to visit some of the Youth Hostels 
which flourish throughout Europe, as 
well as in the United States. This is 
in connection with the Hiking, Cyc- 
ling and Hosteling Committee of the 
People-to-People Program. Stamp 
collecting plays an important part in 
their activities. Justin J. Cline is the 
Executive Director of American 
Youth Hostels, Inc., and chairman 
of the hobbies committee devoted to 
this work. He sent us a certificate of 
authorization to inspect and report 
on any of the installations within 
our reach, 

In Florence we ran across the only 
one listed in this immediate region. 
It is at Viale Augusto Righi 2/4, in 
the immediate vicinity of the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Burgisser, and 
from whom we received a spendid 
report. 

Montecatini has proved to be all 


that we expected, and more, but as 


usual, our time has been filled to 
overflowing. We will soon be on our 
way to Paris for a few days before 
continuing to London and the inter- 
national philatelic exhibition there.

Pony Express Souvenir 
Covers for S.P.A. 


Convention 


qe Society of Philatelic Americans is 
holding its annual convention’ August 
18-21, 1960, in St. Louis, Missouri. Robert 
W. Murch, St. Louis collector and well- 
known student of postal history, suggested 
that the souvenir covers for the event pro- 
vide something of authentic postal history 
that links St. Louis to the Pony Express. 
Research indicated that St. Louis mails 
of 1860-61 could be dispatched to Cali- 
fornia and western towns via the Pony 
Express Agent at St. Joseph, Missouri. 
Typical of this period is the seldom-seen 
“Pony Express Agent” envelopes used 
from eastern cities for dispatch from St. 
Joseph; and listed in Scott’s specialized as 
a variety of the U. S. Wells Fargo local 
143L6 indicating a special 'Wells Fargo 
“frank” was printed on the 10c embossed 
envelopes of 1861. 

When Congress had passed the Act au- 
thorizing the Overland Mail contractor to 
run a Pony Express, one of the provisions 
required that the sender must pay the gov- 
ernment rate of postage on all letters car- 
ried by the Pony Express as well as the 
extra Pony Express charge. The rate be- 
tween the East and the Pacific Coast was 
10c per half-ounce. The Post Office De- 
partment directed the contractor supplying 
the P.O.D. with stamped envelopes, 
George W. Nesbitt, to prepare special 10c 
envelopes of thin, tough paper. On them, 
in addition to the special frank printed 
vertically at the left in rose, there is 
printed in bold script type “Agent of Pony 
Express, St. Joseph, Mo.” 

In recreating these envelopes for the 
S.P.A. convention, the Mound City Stamp 
Club (host) chose the following four 
items: (A) “Pony Express Agent” frank 
on the 4c 1960 Pony Express Centennial 
embossed envelopes; (B) same on current 
4c embossed regular envelope; (C) same 
on envelope with 4c 1960 Pony Ex- 
press Centennial commemorative stamp; 
(D) same on 7c embossed airmail en- 
velope denoting the contrast between the 
Pony Express Mail of 1860 and the Jet 
Air Mail of 1960. 

All four covers will be cancelled at the 
S.P.A. convention post office. Information

PLATE NUMBERS ASSIGNED AND 
SENT TO PRESS 

LATES 26639, 26640, 26647 and 

26648 for the 4-cent 50-star Flag 
stamp, which will be first placed on sale 
in Honolulu, Hawaii, on July 4, 1960, 
were sent to press during May, according 
to Postmaster General Arthur E. Summer- 
field. Also sent to press that month were 
Nos. 26632 and 26638 for the 4-cent 
SEATO commemorative issued May 31, 
1960, and plates 26643 to 26646 for the 
4-cent American ‘Woman commemorative 
released June 2, 1960. 


Regular postage stamp plates sent to 
press also during May included Nos. 
26619 and 26620 for the 14%4-cent “Palace 
of the Governors” stamp in sheet form, 
and plates 26621 and 26622 for the same 
denomination in coil form. 


Assigned plates during May included 
Nos. 26662, 26665, 26666 and 26669 for 
the 4-cent Boys’ Club of America Move- 
ment commemorative, which will be re- 
leased in New York, New York, on Octo- 
ber 18, 1960. 

(Master plate 26556, for the 4-cent 
Patrick Henry “Credo” stamp scheduled 
for issuance during January of 1961, was 
cancelled on May 2, 1960. No impres- 
sions were taken from this plate. Also 
cancelled that month were six non-post- 
age plates, various 4-cent Lincoln regular 
postage issue plates, and a postage due 
frame plate (26289). 


SEATO STAMP F. D. FIGURES 


‘When the 4-cent SEATO commemora- 
tive stamp was released at ‘Washington, 
D. C., on May 31, 1960, there were 514,- 
926 first day covers cancelled, and 910,- 
386 stamps sold with a total value of 
$36,419.44. This brings the number of 
first day covers cancelled in the first five 
months of this year to 7,172,411, and the 
total of first day sales to $587,346.55, 
with the 2%-cent embossed envelope 
figures for May 28 still unreported. 


F. S. KEY CREDO DESIGNER-ENGRAVERS 


The frame for the 4-cent Francis Scott 
Key “Credo” stamp, to be first placed on 
sale September 14, 1960, at Baltimore, 
Maryland, was engraved by Robert J. 
Jones, and the symbol, signature, quota- 
tion and denomination by George L. 
Huber. The design was by Frank P. 
Conley, who was responsible for all the 
“Credo” stamps. 


FORESTRY STAMP DESIGNER-ENGRAVERS 

Charles R. Chickering of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing was responsible 
for the model of the Fifth 'World Forestry 
Congress commemorative stamp, based on 


the Congress emblem. The vignette was 


engraved by Richard M. Bower, and the 
lettering and eueneral byy George “fa:

pes as the great band leader, the 
famous maestro of the piano; 
but perhaps only we of the philatelic 
world know him as the devoted 
stamp collector, one who loves his 
stamps and who gives whatever time 
he can spare from his busy world of 
music and entertainment to the en- 
joyment of this best of all hobbies. 
He gives of his time too, wherever 
and whenever time and opportunity 
permit, to the promotion of phila- 
telic activities and to spreading the 
message far and wide of the special 
qualities which make stamp collect- 
ing a gratifying and worthwhile 
pursuit. 
When a man achieves the degree 
of fame that Vincent Lopez has 
earned, it is but natural that people 
everywhere who have enjoyed the 
fruits of his talents should be in- 
terested in knowing by what steps 
he reached that level. Often, we find, 
it has come’ out of early hardships, 
many setbacks, but a determined will 
to conquer and win against all odds. 
Vineent’s is such a story. 
Antonio Lopez, his father, had 
‘brought from his native Portugal the 
old-world ideas of discipline. But 
more than this, he was a religious 
zealot to whom fun and laughter or 
pleasures of any sort were sinful. 
He gave himself no time for such 
worldly things, and demanded the 
same austerity of others who came 
under his authority. For his son he 
__ envisioned but one future, a life in 

__ the priesthood, and he saw to it that 
: the boy would be as little “contami- 
nated” with the evils of the outside 

_ world as was posible. He kept Vin- 
cent at the piano keys relentlessly 
hour after hour, day after day, with 
o time for play except for such 
olen hours as the lad might avail 
himself of when his father was away 
from home, But this was not often 
nor for long because Antonio Lopez 
arned his livelihood at home giving 
lessons to aspirants seeking to mas- 
ta variety of musical instruments. 
So zealous was he to get Vincent 
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his way to the priesthood, Antonio

persuaded the Provincial of the 
Passionist Order of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States 
to accept the boy for the start of his 
studies shortly after Vincent's 


twelfth birthday. He was to go to 
St. Mary’s in Dunkirk, near Buffalo,

New York; he was the youngest ever 
to enter St. Mary’s, and the nearest 
to his age when he arrived was six- 
teen. 

On his first day at the Monastery 
Vincent was informed that self- 
denial and self-discipline would be 
required. of him, as of anyone enter- 
ing the religious life. This caused 
him no dismay; he had never known 
anything else. In fact, he soon found 
that discipline at the Monastery was 
easier to take than what he had 
known at home. Here it was pur- 
poseful and consistent, not of the 
erratic character that his father had 
imposed. Actually, for the first time 
he was allowed periods for play and 
to enjoy other beneficial diversions. 
But the age difference made it diffi- 
cult for Vincent to team up with any 
of the activities in which the other 
boys found common in rest. So it 
was that what had once’ yeen to him 
an instrument of torture became his 
greatest source of comfort and a 
shield against loneliness, 


_ There was a piano in the recrea- 
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tion room of the Monastery, and one 
night, when Vincent found himself 
alone again as all the rest had split 
off into common-interest groups, the 
piano seemed to him like an old 
friend. He began to play it softly, 
and soon the boys gathered around, 
and they all sang. Even the Father 
who was recreation counselor that 
night was captivated by his mastery 
of the piano, and asked him to teach 
him to play. Vincent acceded hap- 
pily. He was having the time of his 
life. Nothing he had ever known 
could compare with it; and in those 
moments had come his first con- 
sciousness of how, through music, he 
could give pleasure to others and 
at the same time share in it himself. 
Though he did not then know it, that 
night he was lost to the priesthood, 
but he had found himself. He was 
his own person at last, not the mere 
reflection of what his father directed 
him to be. 

Nevertheless, it was not until Vin- 
cent had spent over three years at 
the Monastery that he dared permit 
his true desires: to emerge. When he 
was taken from a task he liked and 
took pride in to be put to scrubbing 
floors to teach him humility, rebel- 
lion swelled to-the bursting point. 
Father Sebastian, to whom he poured 
out his woes, was not surprised. He 
had seen it coming for some time, 
and he suggested that Vincent try 
living in the outside world for a year 
or so to find out if this or some other — 
life was meant for him. Vincent 
readily agreed, and suggested he 
would perhaps spend that year 
teaching the piano, which he had 
come to love. Father Sebastian nod- 
ded, and told him he believed that 
music was his true vocation. : 

Vincent managed to ride out the 
storm which greeted him at home 
when his father heard the news, but 
Antonio was forced to accept ; 
verdict when it was confirmed by 
Father Sebastian. In deciding what 
should then be done, his father, as 
usual, did not consult Vincent, bv 
informed him that he would be sen’ 
to a business school at once. Vin

‘was not of a mind to press his luck 
by suggesting that he would like to 
follow music, which he knew would 
be a futile gesture anyway; and so 
he went to business school. Subse- 
quently his father secured a job for 
him at $8.00 a week, $2.00 of which, 
he informed him, Vincent would be 
allowed to keep. Actually, by this 
itime, his father had need of the 
‘money since his dictatorial ways had 
deprived him of most of his pupils. 
Nevertheless, Vincent learned later 
ithat another $2.00 a week was set 
;aside and saved for him. 

But now that he had found his 
‘true vocation, Vincent could no more 
ibe kept out of the music and the en- 

‘tertainment world than he could 
‘have been kept in the Monastery, 
despite his father’s determination to 
‘run his life. When an opportunity 
‘came to earn $2.00 a night playing 
at Sanger Hall in Williamsburg and 
similar places, he seized it, though 
he knew he would have to continue 
during the daytime in the steno- 
graphic job his father had secured 
for him in Campbell’s Milk Com- 
pany. He would tell his father, he 
decided, that he was working over- 
time. It was not long before Antonio 
realized what was happening; how- 
ever, the extra money Vincent was 
bringing home was badly needed, 
and so there was tacit acceptance of 
the situation. But Antonio was heart- 
sick with the conviction that his son 
had become possesed of a thousand 
devils. 

His round-the-clock working hours 
eventually took their toll, and fall- 
ing asleep cost Vincent both his day 
and night jobs on the same day. Vin- 
cent decided it was time for him to 
take hold of his own life and run it 
his own way. He wrote a note for his 
mother, packed his few belongings, 
and left home. His father never for- 
gave him; home was forever closed 
to him. 

The isolation of his childhood left 
Vincent little prepared, except in his 
music, for the life which now lay 
ahead of him. He had never learned 
to mingle with people at ease; he 
was shy and naive. But he had made 
friends both at Kissick’s Business 
College and in the world of enter- 
tainment. He headed for Dick Hard- 
ing’s home; Dick had got him the 

ioe at Clayton’s which he had just 


lost, and Dick had good news for 
im. He had already found him a 
new job at McLaughlin’s in Sheeps- 
head Bay, at $20.00 a week and a 
room to sleep in. He met some of 
the celebrities of the day there, in- 
uding John Bunny, and immensely 
njoyed playing there. When the 
season ended, he and Dick Harding 
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went on to a place called The Cot- 
tage, in the Williamsburg section of 
Brooklyn. There he met the great 
W. C. Fields, and as he went from 
job to job, other greats of the en- 
tertainment world crossed his path, 
and he came to know many of them 
intimately, 

There followed years of trial and 
error, of good luck and bad, of ups 
and downs, But whether he made big 
money or small, he always seemed to 
end up broke. He was generous, and 
people took advantage of this, which 
was one reason, Another was that 
he wanted to do big things, different 
things, things that would entertain 
in a spectacular way. He liked to 
pioneer, and this often involved big 
expenditures, and even though suc- 
cessful, these ventures often left him 
in debt. 

Vincent has many “‘firsts” to his 
credit, among them the first live 
broadcast of popular dance music, 
and the first to send music direct 
from a bandstand over the wires for 
broadcast from a radio station. 

He became a vaudeville headliner, 
and a hit on radio. He gave a jazz 
eoncert at the Metropolitan Opera 
House with smashing success, to the 
astonishment of many opera-lovers 
who had considered it little short of 
a sacrilege to let his band play 
there. For this event he added a 
specialty, the harmonica of Borah 
Minnevich, whom he had found 
demonstrating the harmonica behind 
a sales counter in Wurlitger’s. Min- 
nevich was only one of many per- 
sons he discovered and started on 
their road to fame. He introduced a 
number of hit songs, including W. C. 
Handy’s immortal “St. Louis Blues.” 

When he opened the Casa Lopez, 
it was pronounced by one and all as 
the last word in elegance. Furnish- 
ings in the foyer included a $10,000 
Ampico electric player piano that 
continuously played music Lopez 
had recorded for the Ampico com- 
pany; and wall cabinets containing 
collectors’ items from all over the 
world. Along the broad stairway 
were famous paintings. On the main 
floor were statuary and live green- 
ery, murals and paintings, chande- 
liers in delicate French design, much 
else of exquisite beauty. It was a far 
ery from the sawdust-floor saloons 


where he had first played only a few—_— 


years earlier. But Casa Lopez was 


- destined later to burn down to a 


complete loss in a $200,000 blaze. 
Another setback! Would they never 
end? — 

It was at that time that Vincent 
discovered numerology, which since

Since 1915 stamps for the collector. 
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that the Casa Lopez was on fire, he 
had been told by a numerologist: 
“Something is occurring right now 
that will change your entire life.” 
From the numerologist’s he went to 
fulfill an engagement at the Audubon 
Theatre, and there was informed 
of the fire. As he rushed to the scene 
of the holocaust and realized how 
complete was his loss, he recalled 
the words of the numerologist. 
Which way, he must have wondered, 
would his entire life be completely 
changed, for better or for worse? At 
such a time the prediction could even 
be a ray of hope, especially for one 
who so often at the height of an up- 
ward climb had been swept off his 
pinnacle only to rise again to great- 
er heights. 

On numerous other occasions he 
found similar accuracy in numer- 
ology, and finally decided to make 
a study of it himself. Today he is 
telling fortunes of others by numer- 
ology, as well as guiding his own life 
according to this science. He has in 
fact foretold some world-shaking 
events and the coming emergence of 
personalities whose actions have had 
dire international consequence. 

But Lopez had also never com- 
pletely cast aside his early religious 
training. Although he did not prac- 
tice the faith as he had been taught, 
nor regularly attend church, he had 
always, through prayer, turned to 
God to guide him, especially when 
dire misfortunes, like the Casa Lo- 
pez fire, brought him back to-a re- 
alization of life’s verities, He had 
always retained fond memories of 
his years at the Monastery, and the 
people he met there, and it seemed 
as though God had to remind him 
every so often of Father Sebastian’s 
admonition to remain ever humble. 
Yet following each reminder, in his 


darkest moments, Vincent always 


found a door opening to new oppor- 
tunity, a ready-made chance for a 
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fresh start, and today he is con- 
vinced that God never let go of him, 
though He let him have his own way 
of finding his way back to the spirit 
of the Monastery. 

Today Vincent Lopez is firmly 
back on the road of stability as re- 
lates to all phases of his life. Since 
1941 he has been a permanent fix- 
ture at the Hotel Taft Grill Room, 
at Seventh Avenue and 50th Street, 
New York, and his continuing suc- 
cess there is of international fame. 
No trip to New York is complete 
without at least one visit there to 
dine and dance to the wonderful 
music of the Lopez orchestra; and 
one visit usually entices more. Lopez 
is exceptionally cooperative in play- 
ing request tunes for diners, and he 
is often to be found at some table 
between numbers to say a few words 
to this visitor or that; or sometimes 
even to give a bit of numerological 
forecast. He is no longer in any dan- 
ger of financial chaos, with his earn- 
ings safely invested in blue-chip 
stocks and his stamp collection. The 
rebellion engendered by the paternal 
suppression of his early years has 
spent itself, and with its passing he 
has found the stability which God 
was determined he should have. 

Stamp collecting came into Vin- 
cent’s life one night in 1939 when 
he was in particularly iow spirits. He 
was playing in San Francisco. A 
large package was delivered to him 
on the bandstand, which he opened 
between dance sets. Inside he found 
a half-filled stamp album with a note 
from a friend saying it had been giv- 
en to her, but “I realize it will take 
somebody with a more inquisitive 
mind and a deeper interest in his- 
tory to make the most of it, so I 
feel you should have this album.” 

Only the day before his trombon- 
ist, noting his dark mood, had sug- 
gested that he take up stamp col- 
lecting. The coincidence struck his 
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ever alert mind as having some 
meaning for him. “The new hobby 
refreshed my outlook on life,” he 
says, and he has stayed with the hob- 
by ever since, improving his knowl- 
edge along the way, and today 
he definitely ranks as one of our im- 
portant philatelists. 

Much of what we have written 
here has been gleaned from the 
wonderfully revealing and frankly 
told story of his life which recently 
was published by The Citadel Press, 
222 Park Avenue South, New York 
3, New York. This autobiography, 
entitled “Lopez Speaking,” retails 
for $4.95, and may be ordered 
direct or through your local book 
store. You will find it one of the 
most fascinating stories you have 
ever read, full of fast-moving 
events, thrilling episodes of personal 
triumph, told in a way that makes 
you feel you are living with it and 
through it. The book, of course, 
tells much, much more than we have 
reported here, and in far greater de- 
tail, We guarantee that once you 
start reading it, you will not lay the 
book down until you have finished it. 

The writer is happy for the 
friendship that exists between Vin- 
cent Lopez and himself, and it had 
long been our intention to write a 
“Flowers for the Living” tribute to 
him. Happily, the recent publica- 
tion of the book enabled us to have 
more of his story than our own 
memory could produce, but if you 
want to really know the full entranc- 
ing tale, treat yourself to “Lopez 
Speaking.”

Summertield Regrets Czech 
Government's Rejection 
of Masaryk Mail 


PEM es GENERAL Arthur E. 
Summerfiled announced on June 28th 
that he “deplored” the action taken by 
the Czechoslovakia Government in bar- 
ring mail bearing U. S. Masaryk stamps, 
issued (March 7, 1960. In further com- 
ments he said: 

“These stamps are part of a series pay- 
ing tribute to the great contributions to 
freedom made by foreign born leaders. 

“An impressive ceremony was held 
here in Washington on that date with 
large numbers of American citizens of 
Czechoslovakian birth or ancestry in at- 
tendance. Many of these freedom-loving 
Americans used these new Masaryk 
stamps for mail addressed to their friends 
and relatives in Czechoslovakia. 

“To our amazement we were informed 
that mail bearing the Masaryk stamp was 
being delivered in Czechoslovakia with the 
Masaryk stamps removed and envelopes 
marked ‘received without stamps.’ We 
protested this practice, but received no 
teply from the Czechoslovakia Postal 
Authorities. Later they began returning 
such mail marked ‘not admitted.’ 

“The procedure being followed by 
Czechoslovakia is used when international 
mail is received which is objectionable to 
the country of destination. The Universal 
Postal Convention, to which the United 
States and Czechoslovakia are signatories, 
prescribes that each member country of 


the Union has the right to determine what 
articles shall be prohibited in its service, 
and there is no effective way in which 
another country can take exception to such 
determination. 

“When a nation establishes a prohibi- 
tion, it normally notifies the other country 
or countries from which the objectionable 
matter is being sent. The Czech postal 
authorities failed to follow this universal- 
ly accepted obligation. 

“Our efforts to correct this situation 
date back to May 10, when we wrote the 
Czech postal authorities protesting the 
removal of the Masaryk stamp from let- 
ters. 

“Then, on June 8, we cabled them 
again to protest the removal of the stamps. 
And, in the same cable, we also asked 
them for an official explanation of the 
many complaints which we had received 
meanwhile protesting their return of .let- 
ters with the Masaryk stamp marked ‘not 
admitted.’ 


“It is clear that we have made substan- 
tial efforts to get satisfaction from the 
Czech postal authorities. While they are 
technically within their legal rights in de- 
termining what mail may enter their ter- 
ritory, it is deplorable that they should 
bar communications from this country to 
loved ones in Czechoslovakia because of 
stamps honoring a brilliant scholar, author 
and patriot who fought with the powerful 
weapons of ideas, logic and eloquence, and 
who won the admiration and active sup- 
port of freedom-loving peoples every- 
where.”

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Iron Curtain Countries 
Refusing Mail Franked 
with Refugee Stamps 


AS was to be expected, the governments 
of countries behind the iron curtain 
are not pleased with the (World Refugee 
Year stamps since the refugees are from 
their areas. The Hungarian postal ad- 
ministration refuses all mail stamped with 
Austrian 'W.R.Y. stamps, and so Austria 
has ceased attempting to get letters and 
cards so stamped through, but returns 
them to senders. 


The government of Czechoslovakia ac- 
cepts the mail with these stamps over the 
border, but does not deliver it to the 
addressees. The post office at Prague 
affixes a white label imprinted “Non 
admis /‘Nepripustne” and a rubber stamp 
“Retour,” and returns them to senders. 


Letters to Poland with the West Ger- 
man W.R.Y. stamps have come back to 
senders with the stamps torn off; and 
similarly franked letters to Roumania 
have come back with a red rubber-stamp 
reading “Retour / Affranchie avec / tim- 
bres non admis.” 


Switzerland has suggested that persons 


writing to any of the iron curtain coun- 
tries should not ever use the 'W.R.Y. 
stamps, for while so far only those men- 
tioned have refused admission or returned, 
it is likely any time that the other east- 
ern countries will reject such mail.

have always had a strong interest 
in shade and perforation varieties, but I 
wonder if all will welcome the information 
IT am going to give them here. 

It has to do with four releases from 
the Crown Agents during May concerning 
Pahang 50c, $5; Perak 50c, $5; Selangor 
50c, ‘$5; and Trengganu 50c. When the 
originals appeared in 1957, taking the 
short side of each stamp first, the perfora- 
tion measured 1234 by 1214; but now the 
12% of the long sides have moved up to 
13, and of course this means new catalog 
listings for all seven stamps. 


And what about the original perfora- 
tion varieties which are now obsolete? 
Frankly, I think that as time goes on 
they will prove to be scarce. Dealers in 
Britain today are finding that their spare 
cash is mostly needed for new stamps. 
This was to be expected since many of 
the colonies have not had a change for 
years. Trinidad, for instance, which has 
just announced a new set, is still “making 
do” with designs over twenty years old. 
Gibraltar is another spot which has had 
no change for seven years; Kenya, for six, 
etc. Dealers have to put a lot of cash into 
these issues and so stocks of obsolete 
ones, like these Malayan perforation vari- 
eties, have to zo by the board. So, if 
you cannot afford to get both at the same 
time, I would recommend getting the old 
before buying the new perfs. 


U.S.A. booklets have been popular for 
some time, but in spite of the fact that 
for the last few years those sold by the 
British Post Office have been of outstand- . 
ing interest, owing to changes of water- 
mark, etc., it_is not until recently that 
British collectors are going in for them 
to any extent. Now they will have plenty 
to go after, even if they stick only to 
their own country. Incidentally, there is 
an excellent catalog of British Empire 
booklets by H. R. Work, published in 
New York. It was reviewed in STAMPS 
at the time of original publication. Since 
then there has been a second edition and 
a supplement to the latter. The book costs 
$4.00, and the supplement $3.00 from H. 
R. Work, P.O. Box 730, Grand Central 
Station, New York 17, N. Y. 

I have a stromg feeling that the growing 
demand for British booklets is going to 
affect today’s prices, sending them upward. 
As a matter of fact, I am starting to revise 
the next edition of the Commonwealth 
QE catalog, and as I get to studying the

L. 150—Portrait of Finis E. Davis, of 
Louisville, Kentucky, the first international 
vice-president, and emblem in upper left- 
hand corner.

“T just found out the why and what for 
of the 3c Buffalo, 3c Lincoln, 3c Stuart, 
and 4c Taft coils. It seems that a Multi- 
graph company there, has a new fangled 
sort of machine which is supposed to save 
expenses, and which in place of using per- 
forated initialed coils, uses them precan- 
celed (safety precaution). It’s one of those 
machines that folds the letter, puts it in 
the envelope, closes and sticks the enve- 
lope, cuts the stamp, affixes it, postcan- 
cels it, and puts the postmark in proper 
position, all in one operation.

Forgeries on Berlin Red

HE 1948-49 stamps of Germany issued 
for use in the American, British, and 

French occupation sectors, Scott’s 9N21- 
34, with the red “BERLIN” diagonal over- 
print, is found in great numbers with 
forged overprints, according to informa- 
tion from Dr. George Camnitzer, Chair- 
man of the Philatelic Laboratory Service 
of the Germany Philatelic Society. All 
sets, and especially the mint ones, which 
have been expertized lately contained 
some of the forgeries. Collectors are 
therefore warned to be on the lookout 
when obtaining this set, which is now 
quite expensive in its genuine state.

NETHERLANDS—Joachim Dill, West 
Germany, reports that a 12c. stamp, de- 
picting Johannes /Wier, and a 30c. stamp, 
showing Schroeder van der Kolk, will 
probably be issued on July 18, 1960, in 
honor of “Spiritual Public Health.” 


PANAMA—John B. Wright informs us 
that a two-value set will be issued in 
October to cemmemorate the 1960 Cen- 
sus. The values, colors and designs are 
as follows: Sc, black, silhouette of people 
and homes; 10c, sepia, silhouette of people 
against background of a map of the Ameri- 
can continent. Both airmail stamps will be 
lithographed by Waterlow & Sons, Eng- 
land, on watermarked paper, in an edi- 
tion of one million each.
